The Soviets, who long have covet­ 
ed an Asiatic bufferland for their 
eastern borders, hove gained that 
objective through allegiance with 
the Chinese Communists. 
india alfo may give Moscow a 
major victory In the east-west cold 
war lf Prime Minister Jawaharal 
Nehru la able to achieve his goal (rf 
neutrality In the east-west dispute. 
Of more importance, perhaps* 
this age of air power and economic 
warfare, are the blows against the 
wealth of the west that have been 
made through the many native re­ 
volts since world war two 
The severance of trade between 
the Orient and Britain. France and 
the Netherlands has dealt a body 
blow to the economy of the west­ 
ern nations. 
Not only has their market to the

John Smoyer, 3rd, sixth ward councilman, told coun­ 
cil of a meeting held Sunday with representatives of the 
Chamber of Commerce, veterans groups and others inter­ 
ested. The project must be built either in Bristol or within 
one mile of the borough's utilities. A letter of “interest" 
was written August 13th by council. Mr. Smoyer stated 
that the Bristol Chamber of Commerce had agreed to 
make up all. forms. 
I. J. Hetherington said that plans are afoot to hold 
an “H-Day“ in Bristol on November 30th. Forms will be 
distributed to manufacturing industries and veterans 
groups. Jacob C. Schmidt, Jr., has agreed to act as chair­ 
man of the veterans groups of the community. Veterans 
will be given preference but others may also file the re­ 
quired forms. 
Mr. Smoyer said that the houses will be for those 
with incomes of from $2500 to $4500, and that the rentals 
will be $45 to $65 per month. There will be no obligation 
on the part of the borough and the project is not to be 
tax-free. 
Council authorized the letter to be directed to the 
State Planning Board.

Ile must enjoy some feeling 
of success in order to strivo nearly 
as hard a* he is expected to strive. 
No teacher should report to the 
parents thst a child do## not try 
lo learn at school without ascertain­ 
ing what his learning difficult}#* ar#* 
Sh# may need the help of the school 
psychologist but if sh# will take the 
troublo she can find out herself 
much about what th# particular 
difficulties arc. 
If he lag* in arithmetic, does he 
Snow by heart the addition, subtrac­ 
tion or multiplication combination* 
fact* h# need* to urn? Does he have 
trouble in carrying? If ho lags In 
long division, is he familiar with all 
the steps in tho process? When 
faced with verbal problems, does ho 
read the problem carefully to know 
what it means before setting out to 
solve it? Doe# he read well? Doe# 
ha read for meaning and not just to 
pear our r# words? Does he confuse 
tome letter* of the alphabet? May* 
o# he doesn't #e# clearly or hear 
distinctly? 
Feels Jittery 
Maybe h# is all jumpy and jittery 
and rarely is still long enough to 
roneontrat# we.!? Ila may have 
great fears of being scolded or 
laughed at when h# utters a mis­ 
take? Maybe th# words he has to 
spell in school, tho lessons be has ta 
lead. or th# number work he has to 
do are all too hard for him. (These 
matter* I discuss in my hom#*h#!p 
bulletins in reading, arithmetic and

It's easy to set that you try hard 
with this willing lad hut {h it both 
of you are hindered with hampering 
emotions.

Seek 
your physician’s help in building up 
this lad physically, making euro ho 
has amplo outdoor fun.
